A woman's abhorrence for her hus- 
band's taking even an “cccanional 
drink” Thursday night was accepted | 
by the husband and the police as the | 
direct cause for her suicide. 

“Kvery time I took a drink she 
threatened to kill herself and I took 
one today because I was sick,” We G. 
Scott, a railroad baggage master, told 
Detectives J. M. Austin and W. J. 
Anderson late Thursday § afternoon 
when they entered the Scott home at 
450 Bryan street, S. E., and found 
Mrs. Scott's body on the floor and 
Scott kneeling beside it. A pistol, one 
cartridge exploded, lay nearby. 

Threatens Own Life. 

“I didn't believe she would do it or | 
I never would have taken the drink | 
no matter how sick I was,” Scott, 
weeping. told the detectives, adding a 
threat that he would take his own life 
and join Mra. Seott in death. 

Seott went on te relate that his 
wife had been a devout churoh. meny ; 
ber and a staunch prohibitionist and 
always remonstrated with him vigor- 
ously whenever he took a drink, which 
he said was infrequent and only when 
he felt “it would do Him good.” Mrs. 
Seott, he said, had teld him previously 
that she would “end it all” if he did 
not absolutely abstain from whisky. 

“I was foolish not to believe what 
she said,” Scott declared. “I am going 
to do the same thing.” 

Austin and Anderson calmed Scott 
and with the aid of Police Captain 
Arthur J. Holeombe, a neighbor. 
wrung from him a promise that, if | 
permitted to stay at home, he would | 
attempt to harm himself. |

Two acts of the recent legislature | 
were upheld Thursday in Fulton su- |

Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy, in an 
opinion on the “chain store’ tax act, 
upheld the validity of the tax, and 
sustained a demurrer by the state to 
petition filed by F. W. 
worth, et al. 


Judge Virlyn B. Moore, after hear- | 
ing argument on a demurrer by the | 


state to a petition filed by the Inter- 


City Coach Lines, denied the plain- | 


tiff’s petition for an interiecutory in- 
yunction, and dissolved a temporary 
restraining order which had been 
granted to stop collection of the motor 
bus mileage tax. 

In the “chain store” case Judge 
Pomeroy said: “Considering the right 
of government to classify if reason- 
able, and not arbitrary, distinctions 
are made, applying this rule to a state 
of facts so many attributes of which 
are common knowledge and which 
mark so comprehensive and distinct 
a method of condutting present-day 
business, this court is forced to con- 
clude that the tax is a valid exercise 
of legislative discretion.” 

The ruling by Judge Pomeroy may 

increase the general state funds by 
$30,000 to $50,000, according .-to 
Comptroller General W. B. Harri- 
son. “We have no way of telling at 
this time just how many chain stores 
will be called upon to pay this tax,” 
he said. “The number has been es- 
timated: at:from SOO to 1,200, but I 
could not state the correct figure. 
*~ The “chain store’ law provides a 
tax of $50 per store on all companies 
operating: more than five stores. The 
tax is to be collected by tax collectors 
of the respective counties where the 
stores are located, and then sent into 
the comptroller’s office to be placed in 
the state's general fund. 

The motor bus mileage tax is based 
on tonnage of the motor trucks. The 
Inter-City Coach Lines claimed that 
it is not liable for the tax on its lines 
except for that portion between the 
limits of Great Atlanta and Fairburn. 
The company also attacked the con- 
stitutionality of the tax.

His relations, he testified, were es- 
tablished and maintained in the name 
of “professional necessity ;” they con- 
‘I stituted his methods of getting a re- 
luctant model to pose for his Indian 
museum groups. The method, Mar- 
chand added had been used with other 
Indians in other places, notably on a 
Canadian reservation. 

Marchand said he did not know that 
Lila, disappointed when his attentions 
ceased, had plotted, as charged by the 
state, to have old Nancy Bowen, the 
Cayuga Indian, kill Clothilde Mar- 
chand. He did not know, he testi- 
fied, that Lila had used letters to 
onvince the Indian that the little 
imei woman was a “white witch” 
who had placed a curse on Chief Char- 
lie Sassafras, her husband, and killed 
him, and would do the same for her. 
He did not know when he was motor- 
ing with Lila Jimerson, on the after- 
noon of March 6, he declared, that old 
Nancy was at the moment beating 
down with a hammer and smothering 
with chloroform the woman he had 
married 33 years ago. 

Troth Not Suggested. 

Never at any time in the 10 or 12 
years he had known her or the two 
years of intimacy, Marchand said, had 
there been any word of marriage be- 
tween them. 

District Attorney Guy B. Moore, 
who placed the artist on the stand, 
\veadea letter written by Marchand to 
| Lila and, quoting from it, asked: 

“Why did you tell her she was of 
higher type than other Indians?” 

Marchand’s answer did not satisfy

Blevins’ new location is approxi- 
mately the same as his former site, 
except that it has been shifted north 
about 25 feet. Whereas his former 
hangar opened to the south, facing 
the still incomplete northwest and 
southeast runway, the new building 
will face the east, immediately in 
front of the north and south run- 
way. 

The hangar, which is 75 feet wide 
and 113 feet long, is entirely fire 
proof, being of steel construction 
throughout, with a corrugated metal 
covering. Blevins stated that he 
plans to leave the steel work and the 
outer covering intact, but to enlarge 
the shop space and repaint and re- 
reof the structure. The present of- 
fice, now confined to a small wooden 
structure built onto the hangar itself, 
may be abandoned, Blevins said, and 
a small auxiliary building of steel 
acquired for office and reception room 
purposes. This change not only would 
greatly reduce the fire hazard but 
would provide space which the present 
office does not afford, he pointed out. 

The structure was erected several 
years ago by Doug Davis, then a pri- 
vate operator on the field, and later 
taken over by Southern Air Transport, 
Inc., a branch of ‘the Aviation Cor- 
poration, of which Lee Sanders is divi- 
sional manager at Candler field, 

Plan New Hangar. 

With the sale of its hangar to the 
Blevins Aircraft Corporation, South- 
ern Air Transport is to go forward 
immediately with its building plans, 
which call for the erection of a brick 
and stucco and steel structure on the 
present site. It is expected that the 
construction work will require about 
two months, during which period the 
company will operate from the Blev- 
ins hangar, Sanders” said Thursday 
night. 

In his new building, Blevins will 
begin operations with a new Model 
“KF” Waco, a three-place, Kinner-pow- 
ered training job, just put out by the 
company, and a Lycoming-powered 
Stinson Junior, for demonstration pur- 
poses. In the sale of Stinson planes, 
a division of the Cord Corporation, 
Blevins will be associated with the 
Phinizy Motor Company, Inc., Cord 
and Auburn distributors, in the eca- 
pacity of sales manager of its air- 
plane division. The Phinizy Com-. 
pany’s new building on West Peach- 
tree street contains an exclusive air- 
plane showroom and a second Stin- 
son will be brought to Atlanta and 
placed on display there, it was stated. 
The Stinson Junior, in charge of 
Captain John Kelly, Lycoming test pi- 
lot, is scheduled to leave the Stinson 
factory for Atlanta on ‘Thursday, 
April 3. At about the same time, 
Blevins and his chief pilot, E. W. 
Hightower, will leave by train for 
Troy, Ohio, and fly back in two Mod- 
el “F” Wacos. One of these is to 
be Blevins’ training ship and the oth- 
er is to be delivered to Fred Ja- 
cobs, student of the Atlanta flier, who 
ordered the plane about a month ago, 
just after his first solo flight. In 
addition to Stinsons and Wacos, Bley- 
ins handles the products of the De- 
troit Aircraft Corporation, now repre-

of leaders of the movement. Presen- 
tation of a charter and election of of- 
ficers for the new chapter will fea- 
ture the session. 

The state organization is for the 
purpose of promoting the legitimate 
interests of the blind people of Geor- 
gia, Paul Donehoo, well-known Atlan- 
ta attorney and president of the Geor- 
gia Association of Workers for the 
Blind, announced. ‘‘We are seeking to 
arouse sufficient interest in sight con: 
servation and in the industrial and 
economic handicap of blindness to se- 
cure legislation directed toward the 
solution of those problems,’’ Mr. Done- 
hoo said. 

“Among the objectives of the or- 
ganization are those of helping to cre- 
ate new opportunities of industrial 
employment, assisting those who lack 
proper meags of support to find worx 
best suited to their needs; ehdeavor- 
ing to maintain high standards of 
efficiency among blind workers in 
general in order that the demand for 
their services may be increased and 
seeking to correct many mistaken 
ideas on the part of the general pub- 
lie as to how far persons without sight 
are or are not handicapped in assum- 
ing their rightful places in the so- 
cial and industrial life of the eom- 
munity,” Mr. Donehoo explained. 


“We propose to encourage concert- | 


ed action in every possible and prac- 
tical movement having for its object 
the prevention of blindness or the 
lessening of the heavy disadvantage 
which loss of sight imposes,” Mr. 
Donehoo said.

“Why,” exclaimed Joe, his eyes 
popping anew at the very recollection 
of an event which the cables carried 
over the world, “she even came be- 
hind the bar. And she asked : ‘Joe, 
how do you keep your pipes clean?’ 

***Mum,’.I says, ‘we use metal *pol- 
ish and plenty of elbow grease. And 
the queen smiled!’ 

“Old Joe” would be the last per- 
son in the world to hold against 
Queen Mary her unfamiliarity with 
the operation of his prized beer en- 
gine.

Masaryr. 
In the fifties of the last century 


there lived in Hodonin, on the im- 
perial country estate, a Hungarian- 
Slovak coach driver by the name of 


Joseph Masaryk, the father of three 
boys: Thomas, Martin and Louis. 
Their mother was a very pious Ger- 


man woman. The boy Thomas seemed 
to have little chance in the world, al- 
though he had an unusual inclination 
for study. &nstead of being sent to 
school, as he had wished, his parents, 
who lacked the money, put him in ap- 
prenticeship With a local blacksmith. 
But in the evenings he learned Latin 
from the local curate and se well 
that he ended up with being able to 
converse in that language, which is 
no small achievement, not even for a 
scholar who has all facilities at his 
disposal. Young Masaryk was the 
butt of many jokes among the young 
men of the village. They ridiculed his 
thirst for learning and even despised 
him for wishing to rise out of his own 
class. He was not discouraged by op- 
position and went ahead with his stud- 
ies in the evenings, while shoeing 
horses in the daytime. He had hopes 
of becoming a school teacher, but his 
natural gifts having been discovered 
by chance by a professor, he was sent 
to a German gymnasium. Before long 
young Masaryk showed a great sym- 
pathy for the Czechs, for no other rea- 
son than that everybody ridiculed them 
and persecuted them. He knew what 
it felt like to be ridiculed. That sym- 
pathy never waned. When the war 
broke out he was professor and start- 
ed his agitation for Czech and Slovak 
independence. He came to America 
(and did not despair of the cause even 
while the Germanic allies were march- 
ing victoriously over half of Europe. 
Had he returned to Austria he would 
have been shot for high treason. By 
his ceaseless propaganda and conver- 
sations with leading statesmen he pre- 
pared the way for the recognition of 
Czecho-Slovak independence after the 
war. He has now been president of 
his country, leader of the state he cre- 
ated for ten years. Recently he cele- 
brated his 80th birthday, an occasion 
that was seized upon by ‘the entire 
world to pay tribute to the new state's 
prosperity and peaceful development 
under Masarvk's direction.

He gave 
a picture of a street scene on a sum- 
mer afternon in a small town, grand 
ladies being carried in their carrying 
chairs, those glass-covered little boxes 
that one sees preserved in museums, 
smiling at each other or at some gen- 
tleman stalking majestically in pow- 
dered wig and silken robes. In the 
evening there might be a party at the 
chateau, a grand dinner, dancing, spir- 
itual conversation. All was lovely. 
The audience sighed and wished it had 
lived in those happy days. At the 
close of his lecture the professor was 
voluminously applauded. He inquired 
if anybody had any questions to ask. 
Some young proletarian spoil-sport at 
the back of the hall got up and said: 
“We all would liked to have lived in 
those days, provided we were inside 
the carrying chairs and not between 
the levers. And we would, no doubt. 
have enjoyed an evening at the cha- 
teau also. But who guarantees that 
we wouldn't have been outside, armed 
with sticks to keep the frogs from 
croaking so that the gnests at the man- 
or might sleep undisturbed.”

M. Poincare figures 
extensively as prime minister, minister 
of justice, minister of finance and 
even as president of the Republic. 
Safe for those of the French _politi- 
clans who have died, the crew that 
mans the ship of state is virtually 
unchanged. Te following predominate: 
Doumergue, Poincare, Painleve, Bri- 
and, Barthou, Leyges, Dupuy. Cail- 
leaux, Ribot, Clemenceau. M. Tar- 
(dieu is at his third experience. M. 
Briand holds the record with 13 times 
premier and 10 times minister of for- 
eign affairs, Thirty-five years ago 
at the time of the Dreyfus case, the 
principal names in polities 
Poincare, Barthou, Briand, Clemen- 
cean. It seems, indeed, a very lim- 
ited close! company tha: has rufed 
France xli that time. But it has 
weathered some phenomenal storms. 
Witn all its faults the republic has 
been the great bulwark of democracy 
in Europe.

‘Today thousands of them are 
working and fattening in American 
jobs which our own World War vet- 
erans are begging for, and walking 
the streets hungry because the kaiser-

My view is that no soldiert who 
served in the kaiser’s armies should 
ever be allowed to enter or live in 
the United States or their possessions.

HORSE SERUM TO HEAL BURNS. 


In the Annals of Surgery for March, | 
1917, Dr. E. P. Robinson reported his 
success in inducing growth .of cellular | 
tissue in cases of atrophy due to Im- 
perfect nutrition, and how he had ap- 
plied the same principle to the repair 
process after destruction of tissue by 
burns. A woman had been scalded by 
boiling water, She suffered first and 
second degree burns which devitalized 
the skin of one-third of the body sur- 
face. Skin grafting was not prac- 
ticable because of the great area of 
skin to be replaced. Robinson then dle- 
cided to’ use normal horse serum. his 
was sprayed on the +margins of the 
burns, and the surface were kept cov- 
ered with rubber dam, a thin rubber 
tissue which dentists often use to keep 
moisture away from the work. The 
dressings were removed and the horse 
yerum sprayed on several times a day. 
This treatment brought about complete 
recovery in 10 days. 

Drs. Stephen R. Monteith and Ralph 
O. Clock, of New York, have employed 
normal horse serum in the treatment 
of burns. after the method of Robin- 
son. and they praise it highly. It 1s 
simple, easily applied, and does not 
soil bed linen or clothing. It has vield- 
ed far better results than any other 
method they have tried in the treat- 
ment of burns by fire, hot water or 
acids. . They find that it prevents ex- 
cessive scar formation and favors 
rapid formation of new epidermal tis- 
sue. It is painless. It prevents iIn- 
fection of the burn. They believe it 
tends to prevent the absorption of tox- 
ins. which is a grave complication In 
some severe burns. 

Normal horse serum is furnished to 
physicians only, by licensed manutac- 
turers of antitoxins and other biologi- 
eal products—licensed by the govern- 
ment. The usual preparation contains 
a small proportion of cresol as preserv- 
ative. and this rather enhances the 
value of it in the treatment of burns, 
according to Monteith and Clock, as it 
serves as an antiseptic. When the 
horse serum is sprayed on the burn 
it eoagulates the exuding tissue plas- 
ma and thus provides the cells with a 
physiologic nutriment, so that the eells | 
can grow and multiply and form new, 
healthy epidermal tissue. | 

Before the first application of the | 
normal horse serum to a burn which | 
treated, it is ad- 
visable to bathe the burn carefully 
with warm normal salt solution, to fa- | 


cilitate. removal of devitalized tiasue |

Mathews, home service directress of 
the fifth district; Mrs. J. H. Jeter, 
past president, and Mrs. J. VD. Miller, 
president of the state organization of 
Parents and Teachers.

April 8 is the date when the stock- 
holders of the Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube Comfiany are to decide whether 
they will merge with Bethlehem Stee! 
or whether they will remain separate. 

It's no drawingroom  battle—this 
battle for the control of the Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube Company! Bethle- 
hem’s leaders, Charles M. Schwab and 
Eugene Grace, are now in Youngstown 
directing the fight and aligned with 
them is J. A. Campbell, chairman of 
the board of the Sheet & Tube Com- 
pany, who is for the merger. 

But Cyrus S. Eaton and his asso- 
ciates of the Republic Steel seem to 
have the upper hand. Thursday they 
announced that the Eaton forces have 
lined up 412,571 shares in opposition 
to the merger, while Bethlehem has 
510,756 shares in favor of it. The 
other 276,673 shares have not yet gone 
on record. 

As it takes two-thirds of the 1,200,- 
000 shares of the Youngstown Sheet 
& Tube Company to make the deal, 
Messrs. Schwab and Grace have their 
work cut out for them. They must 
not only secure all of the 276,673 
shares not yet tied up, but also must 
secure 12,571 shares from those which 
the Eaton forces now claim. 

In the next 10 days the contest for 
votes is expected to grow more heated. 

“We expect to have at least 500,000 
shares by April 8.” said one of Mr. 
Eaton's closest associates to 
writer.

Many railroad builders in the past, 
among them Hill, Harriman and Gould, 
did dream of a tratfscontinental line 
reaching from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific.

Paradoxical as that may sound, it 
is nevertheless true,’says the Herald. 
Governor Hardwick had recommend- 
ed passage of the secret, or Austra- 
lian ballot act, but his idea was to 
make it operative in every county in 
Georgia. 

When the legislature tacked on a 
‘rider’ making the law ineffective in 
a county unti! recommended by twv 
successive grand juries, the gevernor 
almost rejected the measure in -the 
hope of obtaining passage of another 
which would not Jeave adoption of the 
law to the discretion of grand jurots. 

“That was because,” the former 
governor recalled, “I foresaw the dan- 
ger that professional politicians in 
some counties would influence grand 
juries to prevent two successive rec. 
ommendations. That has happend 
in some counties, but I am delighted 
that Dougherty (Albany) county has 
adonted the system.” 

The superior court grand jury of 
Dougherty county this week made a 
recommendaton that the Australian 
ballot system be used. It was the 
second successive recommendation and 
now will govern future elections in 
this county.

Closer Races, Maybe, But—

Today’s Golf Workout. 

The point has often been discussed as to why Bobby Jones keeps his 
feet so much closer together than most good golfers. Even on full shots 
his stance is comparatively narrow and on chip shots and short pitches 
the heels are only an inch or two apart. 

The answer is fairly simple. He has found that with the feet closer 
together there is less body tension, less temptation to brace with one 
leg or the other. There is a greater feeling of ease and body rest. 


Feet and legs that are spread well apart help to tie up the re- 
mainder of the body. The narrower stance calls for less body 
action and for easier body action and in this way gives the hands 
and arms a better chance to swing the clubhead. 

There is always greater tension on the shorter shots where one hopes 
or expects to get the ball fairly close to the cup. On these shorter shots 
only slight or limited body action is needed, as the hands, wrists and 
arms do most of the work. 

With the feet only a few inches apart, the body isn’t. braced suffi- 
ciently to crowd in more than its share of the job. Body ‘power is dis- 
tinctly reduced and put back in its place, which is exactly what should 
happen on a Short pitch or a chip shot. The idea is to work in as much 


ease as possible, not as much torsion. _

Atlanta Climate 
Is Given Praise 
By Meteorologist 


Atlanta is bles:ed with a very mod- 
erate and healthful climate due to its 
location on a mountain range more 
than 1,000 feet above sea level, A. H. 
Scott, assistant meteorologist at the 
local bureau, t6ld the City Club Thurs- 
day at its meeting at the Piedmont 
hotel, 

Mr. Scott has been connected with 

the United States weather bureau for 
approximately 25 years and came to 
Atlanta in January, 1924. In his talk 
he pointed out that as a general. rule 
the city does not suffer extreme tem- 
peratures and that the winds from the 
northwest bring dry instead of damp 
air. 
“We have just enough cold weather 
in the winter,” he stated, “and if it 
does get a little hot oceasionally in 
the summer we can be thankful for 
cool nights.” 

Mosquitoes which make conditions 
miserable in many localities are re- 
duced to a minimum here, he stated. 
due to the fact that frequent rains 
keep the mountain streams in motion 
and do not allow the formation of 
Stagnant pools which serve as breed- 
ing places for the pests.

(P)—Fire early today destroyed the 
$1,000,000 Hotel Lafayette, in Park 
avenue, here. The hotel was to have 
been opened for the summer within 
a few days and it was unoccupied.

traders nervous in today’s stock mar- 
ket and prompted heavy realizing. 
Furthermore, a late ticker, as on 
Tuesday, gave the bears a chance to 
intensify the unsettlement. 

Bulls made powerful efforts to keep 
control of the movement, however, and 
the result was one of the most con- 
fusing sessions of the year. Trading 
was in huge volume during the early 
hours of trading, but tapered off dur- 
ing the afternoon. Sales aggregated 
4,707,030, which, with the exception 
of yesterday, was the largest turn- 
over of the year. 

The market opened with the execu- 
tion of a tremendous volume of buying 
orders attracted by the sharp upturn 
in the utility shares late yesterday. A 
seore of transactions of 5,000 to 25,000 
shares appeared on the tape during 
the first half hour. Heavy selling 
appeared during the morning and the 
market declined rapidly until’ after- 
noon, when large-scale buying of sev- 
eral leading industrials and coppers 
checked the decline and irregular re- 
covery was accomplished. Further 
selling flurries appeared in the last 
half hour. Net losses were slightly in 
the majority at the close, although the 
price index of 90 stocks showed a loss 
of less than half a point, and that of 
50 industrials rose fractionally to a 
new high for the year. 

Money Renews Firm. 

Renewed firmness of money aided 
the bear cause. Banks called more 
than $80,000,000 in loans, evidently 
in preparation for the mid-weekly set- 
tlement at the federal reserve and 
to build up their balances against the 
heavy quarterly dividend and inter- 
est payments over the month-end. Call 
money renewed at 3 1-2 per cent, and 
moved up to 4. The weekly brokers’ 
loan figures, after the close, however, 
provided a pleasant surprise, showing 
a reduction of $21,000,000, while Wall 
Street had looked for a gain of $100,- 
000,000, or more. As had been rather 


confidently forecast, the New . York 
Federal Reserve bank made no fur- 
ther reduction in its rediscount rate. 
Its weekly statements, however, show- 
ed that it was once more generating 
credit through heavy open market pur- 
chases of bankers’ acceptances. 
Conspicuous in the day’s corpora- 
tion news was declaration of the regu- 
Jar quarterly dividend of $1.75 by 
Anaconda. There had been some con- 
cern over the possibility of a smaller 
disbursement, in view of the recent 
slow movement of the red metal. Main- 
tenance of the regular rate was inter- 
preted as indicating confidence in the 
copper outlook, and caused a substan- 
tial rally in the copper shares, Ana- 
conda rising about ) points to with- 
in little more than a point of its 1930 


peak, 
Several Hit Peaks. 

Among shares. selling up to new 
high ground for the year were such 
issues as American Telephone, United 
‘States Steel, Corn Products, General 
Motors, du Pont, Foster Wheeler, Pub- 
lie Servi ice of New Jersey, and Worth- 
ington Pump, with extreme gains of 

td points. These were sharply 
reduced later, however, United States 
Steel actually closed with a fractional 
net loss, Among the strong spots at 
the close were Barnsdall A, Associated 
Dry Goods, Lambert, and General Gas 
A, up 2 te 4 points. Rails were com- 
paratively quiet, although Chicago 
Great Western preferred rose 2 points 
to a new 1930 high, reflecting one of 
the few favorable February railway 
earnings’ statementy,and merger pros- 
pects. 

Utilities suffered most heavily in 
the selling. The sharp advance late 
yesterday appeared to have been far 
too rapid. American Power & Light, 
American & Foreign Power, Colum- 
bia Gas and Consolidated Gas were 
among issues losing 2 to 4 points. 
Other soft spots were Macy, which 
dropped 6 points to a new low for 
the year 137. Montgomery Ward 
sagged more than a point, dippmg a 
shade below its previous 1930 mini- 
mum. A. M. Byers, Johns Manville, 
Vanadium, Standard of New Jersey 
and Westinghouse Electric closed 
about 2 to 4 points down. 

Commodities eased a little. After 
an early advance, wheat futures sagged 
fractionally below the previous close 
in sympathy with heaviness at Winni- 
peg .and in response to beneficial rains 
in Texas. Corn closed off. about 1-2 
to 1 cent. Cotton futures ended the 
dav 10 cents higher to 40 lower. 

Foreign exchanges sagged further, 
leading to reports that Europe was 
again “buying stocks in this market. 
Sterling cables again dropped 1-4 of 
a cent, touching ‘$4. 86 1-2.

Kansas Only State Show- 
ing “Bone Dry” Major- 
ity Out of 20 Casting 
Over Million Votes. 


Kansas is the only state that is vot- 
ing “bone dry” in the Literary Digest’s 
nation-wide poll on prohibition, ac- 
cording to the third week’s tabulation 
of over a million votes which will ap- 
pear in Saturday’s issue of the pe 
riodical. 

Of the J: 244,483 postcard ballots 
returned, 527, 388, or over: 42 per cent 
of the total, vote for repeal of the 
prohibition amendment; 383,117 fa- 
vor modification to permit light wines 
and beers, while nearly 27 per cent 
of those voting to date, 333,978, urge 
the strict enfercement of the eight- 
eenth amendment and Volstead law. 

The returns evidence a slight gain 
in the ratio of those favoring repeal. 

Of the 20 states whose returns are 
listed in the current tabulations, Geor- 
gia, Indiana, leowa, Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, North Dakota, Oregon, South Da- 
kota and Washington show more votes 
in favor of enforcement than for 
either modification or repeal. 

In Missouri a strong dry vote runs 
considerably ahead ef that for -modi- 
fication, but the “Show Me's” vote 
for repeal is greater than for either 
enforcement or modification. 

The other ten states, California, 
Connecticut, Hlinois, Minnesota, Mich- 
igan, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin and also the 
District of Columbia, give a vote for 
repeal greater than for either modifi- 
eation or enforcement. 

Georgia, the only southern. state 
from which ballots have been tabu- 
lated, shows 4,061 votes for enforce- 
ment out of a total of 10,885 counted.

North Dakota is the only state that 
has changed toward a drier. attitude.

infancy. Many .states remain to be 
heard from, and immense dry areas 
have yet to be given a’‘voice. Mail 
bags swollen with ballots and letters 
are being dumped by the dozens in the 
Digest headquarters. The mere work 


of sorting the mail is prodigious and: 


time-consuming. 

“No mind can foresee what the next 
@abulation may disclose, or how soon 
the drys may turn the tables on their 
opponents and change the poll into a 
neck and neck race. 


“Kansas still stands like the ‘rock 


of Gibraltar for prohibition enforce- 
ment ‘as is.’ The imposing mass of its 
dry vote in ratio to the population of 
the state, will go far toward squash- 
ing any sporadic local rumors that ‘the 
drys are not voting.’ For Kansas the 
supreme citadel of prohibition is vot- 
ing magnificently, and from no state 
do we receive more heartfelt petitions 
for extra ballots in bulk—petitions 
which we are obliged to deny to pre- 
serve the integrity of our system for 
the impersonal distribution of ballots. 

“North Dakota has slipped into a 
dryer attitude since last week, when 
its vote for repeal slightly outnum- 
bered its .vote for enforcement. 

“As for those perennial fountains, 
Illinois, New Jerse~, New York and 
Pennsylvania, they are still spouting 
the wettest kind of ballots with nn 
sign of a let-up, while sunny Califor- 
nia still throws her weight into the re- 
peal column, and further contributions 
to the dominant repeal total are fur- 
nished by Connecticut, the District of 
Columbia, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Ohio and Wisconsin.” 

In the previous but considerably 
smaller prohibition poll undertaken by 
the Literary Digest, in 1922, the third 
week's returns on the same three pe- 
titions showed the vote as 135,834 for 
strict enforcement, 145,727 for modi- 
fication, and 76,039 for repeal.
